Interest In Religion 

God Of Philosophy Not One 
To Be Worshipped 



^"Why should we think about Re- 
ligion?" enquired Dr. Scott at the first 
meeting of the Bible Foriiin of the 
S.CM. yesterday afternoon. ' 

This is the first of a series of lectures 
on "Thinking about ReUgion," that 
wili be given for five weeks on Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 450. ■ ' v. 

It was suggested; that as religion 
plays such an important part In our 
* lives we should give it our considera- 
tion. He agreed with this, and went 
oiKti^»y "If religion is important at 
jjluw^i^^mportant : enough ifor us to 
■ be; 's^ure; about it, and it is essential 
that we come to some tonclusion con- 
cernhig it." 

Ho then raised the question. of why 
we s believe in one God.' In. answer, to 
this he outlined, thç . polytheisni of 
Greece and Rome, '''iliéy bad ' godij 
.filling différent areas in life as one' 
god seemed inadequate to them.'* '

and gradually people came to believe 
in a Ood who is better than ourselves,

The Government speaker 
himself admitted that it was detrlmep- 
tal to his campaign.'

Masses Ignorant 

In the case of a dictatorship being 
established the masses, were not to 
know but to believe. This was not the 
point of democracy. Before Hitler 
was elected to office It was necessary 
to place ' 40,000 of his enémies hi 
prison. Thus it is seen ttiàt from the 
outset a dictatorship muct subdM^»»: 
who oppose it. These people " n^t^Be 
put in prison and in this case evil will 
grow out of evil. The party that is 
oppressed will perhaps cease to exist, 
but the renjainlngi mémbera^ be- 
come more extreme^ in their dénm^^

But to read of the 
freedom and indifference with which they operate 
is startling, to say. the least. The foreman of one 
flrmi for instance, "apologized because things are 
so quiet now. It struck me," says Beverley Nichols, 
"as one of the qiieerest apologies l had ever heard.

Temple Centre Concert 

Thé fine musicianship and {Artistic 
sensibilities of Mina AVèlnstein, piarUst 
Alexander Brott, «oUnlst, and Jean 
Belland, 'cellist, combined to make 
l3£t night's Temple Centre Concert a 
surprisingly <pieasant musical , treat. 
The program, with the excèptibn' per- 
haps of one or two of the piano num- 
bers, had evidently been chosen for its 
Intrinsic musical value and not merely 
to give the artists the opporttmlty to 
display their technical skiU. 

Jean Belland's/rcnditlon ôï 'a Haydn 
'Adagio^a^BÏq^l^^î^e^ 
enth-ely devoid of ïny ostentatiôumèss, 
was dfcllghtfiilly appealing. Hla sym- 
pathetic treatment of these simple 
melodies said more for the eloquèijice 
of his instrument than any amoimt of 
diSlcult appregios. ' 

Saint-Saens "Violin Concerto in B 
minor" may be considered as the piece 
de resistance of the eyening. Alexan- 
der Brott managed torlippreghate his 
technical skill, which was^mared only 
by an occasional touch of hoarseness, 
with enough understanding and feeUng 
to give à significant Interpretation. His 
performance of the familiar Kréisler 
arrangement of Pugnani's "R-ealudium 
and Allegro" also deserves mention. 

Mina Weinstein, who opened the 
program ^with Bach's showy "Chro- 
matic Phantasy." developed a fine lyric 
quality which came especially to the 
fore in' the. middle 'section of Chophi's 
Scherzo in B minor where she showed 
herself capable of the singing tone of 
romantasisra as well as the more mod- 
ern harmonies of Debussy, who was 
represented by the soothing "Reflects 
dans l'eau." 

ItVis:to';be regrettèd that there was 
only 'a ' relatively small audience to 
hear these three young examples of 
local talent' of whom, if lost night's 
concert was any Indication, we shall be 
pleased to hear more.
